- Walter G. Case: -Has disturbed 
practically every theatre in Phila- 
delphia and Camden with raucous 
laughter since 1899, and has al- 
ways been a specialist at foot- 
lights, which he is said to repair 
exceedingly well. 

John J. Kelly: Conclusive evi- 
dence that lie accepted generous 
compensation from publishers for 
introducing the "Banana" song, 
but in extenuation it should be 
pointed out that he tried to give 
money back after witnessing havoc 
he had wrought to nervous nation. 

Joseph L. Kelley: Played with 
Brothers Bvrne in "Eight Pells" 
at Empire Theatre in 189(1. On 
night of fire he is said to have 
escaped through rain-spout. 

Michael Collins : Substituted 
for Chauncey Olcott at Walnut 
Street Theatre during Christmas 
week of 1867. Also played at 
Dublin Theatre when the Sinn 
Feiners gave a loving cup to King 
Edward. Hobbies said to include 
mongrel dogs and ocean-covered 
lots.' " l' 

Frank Keegan: Played the 
barrel in "Ten Nights in a Bar- 
room" at Standard Theatre in 
1899. but lias seldom had speaking 
part since marriage. Certain mys- 
tery here which further investiga- 
tion will no doubt reveal.

Stites Withdraws, But Promises 

Solid Narberth Vote for Pepper 



Two candidates from Mont- 
gomery county were among the 40 
in the State who withdrew their 
names from the May primary lists 
by Monday of this week, the last 
day for such action. One was State 
Senator Fletcher W. Stites, of Nar- 
berth, who had filed nominating 
petitions for lieutenant governor. 
The other was Frank Croft, of Port 
Kennedy, who had filed for gover- 
nor. 

Senator Stites, in withdrawing, 
indicated that his plans to back Sen- 
ator Pepper had not been changed 
by the failure of the Pepper-Fisher 
group to take up his candidacy for 
lieutenant governor. . 

"I am for Pepper, of course," he 
said, "and Narberth will vote solid- 
ly for him. I have made no other 
alliances and have no other political 
plans. 

"I withdrew from the race be- 
cause I did not want to add confu- 
sion where feeling is already run- 
ning high. Besides, like Topsy, I 
believe everybody is entitled to a 
vacation. I have been on the job for 
10 years. 

"It is my opinion that there will 
be plenty of wounds caused in this 
campaign that will take a long time 
to heal." 

The withdrawal of Mr. Stites has 
again started the rumor that he is 
slated for an appointment to the 
Public Service Commission should 
the Pepper-Fisher ticket sail through 
successfully. 



COMPANY CALLED OUT 

BY SEVERAL FIRES 

Spring Epidemic of Blazes Is Felt 
Here. 

With nearby fire companies on 
the jump all wick, Narberth has felt 
a small part o||the spring epidemic 
of, fires. .and..,.tfsL,lo£al company went 
forth four times during the past 
week. 

All four of the fires were outside 
the borough. Last Friday an alarm 
was received from Green Hill 
Farms Manor, where a woods was 
afire. The blaze was not serious 
and a few taps with a broom 
finished it. 

Saturday a gas stove exploded in 
the kitchen of the home of R. T. 
Hall, Wynnewood and Lancaster 
avenues. The owner had the fire 
under control when the company 
arrived. 

Two calls were answered Faster 
Sunday. At 3.30 P. M. an alarm 
came in from the home of J. C. 
Klappert, 426 Brookhurst avenue. 
Sparks from a chimney had ignited 
the shingle roof. Two gallons of 
chemical, quickly and carefully ap- 
plied, put the fire out promptly with 
very little damage. 

At 8.40 P. M. the local company 
was called to West Manayunk to aid 
the Cynwyd and West Manayunk 
companies. A house in a block 
owned by Guy Croyle, of Merion, 
was ablaze. The back wing was 
burned to the ground and the main 
part of the house badly burned. 
Damage was estimated at $1000. 



ARCADE READY 

The Montgomery Avenue Ar- 
cade, new business development on 
the .pike near Meeting House lane, 
is ready for occupancy. The build- 
ing was erected by H. J. Ritten- 
house, business site developer of 
West Philadelphia. 

The operation includes a central 
arcade and eight stores. Two of 
these have been rented ; one to John 
A. Caldwell for a branch real estate 
office and the other to Reichner 
Brothers for a fruit and produce 
market. The Reichner concern is 
well nkown in this section. A truck 
farm has been maintained by them 
on Meeting House lane for a num- 
ber of years. 

Mr. Rittenhouse states that a 
chain drug store and a chain grocery 
are practically signed up.

Croft's withdrawal came under 
curcumstances that indicated pres- 
sure had been brought to bear upon 
him by the Vare machine of Phila- 
delphia. The former State Senator 
was running on a wet platform and 
it is believed that Vare leaders con- 
sidered his withdrawal would aid 
the cause of their ticket in this 
county. 

The Croft withdrawal came into 
the Bureau of Elections at Harris- 
burg half an hour after 4 P. M. 
Monday, the time fixed for the clos- 
ing of the lists. The reason for this 
was a telegram from Thomas F. 
Watson, Philadelphia City Commit- 
tee chairman, giving notice that 
Croft's withdrawal and two legisla- 
tive withdrawals were on their way 
by train. Earlier in the afternoon, 
Mr. Croft had wired that he wanted 
his name taken off the lists. 

Local leaders are of the opinion 
the the big fight will be between 
Pepper and Vare. Governor Pin- 
chot, much of whose strength lies 
with women voters, will get little 
support here, it is declared, and he 
is already counted out of the race 
locally. 

Some concern has been evinced 
by township leaders over the wet 
plank in the Vare platform. It will 
cause no great inroads on the Lower 
Merion Pepper vote, but it will cause 
the deflection of a few, they admit, 
who will vote for Vare merely as 
a protest against prohibition.

■ August Henry Mueller, first 
Burgess of the Borough of Nar- 
berth and one of its founders, died 
suddenly at his home at Forrest 
and Windsor avenues last Thurs- 
day night of heart disease. 

Funeral services were held from 
his late residence, Monday, con- 
ducted by Rev. Robert E. Keigh- 
ton, pastor of the Narberth Bap- 
tist Church. Interment was at 
West Laurel Hill. 

Air. Mueller, who was 68, was. 
a prominent map publisher, with 
offices at 530 Locust street. He 
had been engaged in the publish- 
ing business for forty-seven years, 
and his maps of the Main Line 
have long been accepted for gen- 
eral use. 

He came to Narberth in 1891, 
when the town was still a small 
and neglected part of Lower 
Merion Township. With a group 
of prominent residents of that 
time he advocated the formation 
of a Borough, and when that was 
accomplished, in 1895, became the 
first Chief Burgess. For many 
years thereafter he was a leader in 
civic matters. 

He was a charter member and 
one of the founders of the Nar- 
berth Fire Department, and was 
long identified with its steady 
progress. For many years he was 
chairman of the local Republican 
Club, taking an active part in 
political activities. Fie was also 
a member of the Junger Maenner- 
chor and the Odd Fellows.

To the Editor of Our Town : 

The extensive use of the Lancas- 
ter avenue busses by residents of 
Narberth during the recent detour 
along Wynnewood avenue was an 
indication of the popularity a per- 
manent Wynnewood avenue route 
will have and its great convenience, 
particularly to South Siders. 

The proposed new route will 
bring one from Wynnewood, Nar- 
berth and Merion to the trolley ter- 
minal at Sixty-third street, Over- 
brook, in five minutes against the 
half hour consumed in the present 
roundabout route by way of Cyn- 
wyd. 

Proceeding westward to Ard- 
more, Haverford and Bryn Mawr, 
certain sections will likewise find 
substantial saving of time in not 
being obliged to go down to Haver- 
ford avenue to get the bus.

The county tuberculosis hospital 
controversy figured in Norristown 
Court again Monday morning.

THE LONG-LOOKED-FOR 



Than 220 Books for 
Library. 

All the girls and boys of school 
age, with men and women of all 
ages as well, are profiting daily by 
the books bought from the appro- 
priation of the School Board to 
the Library for the year 1925. In 
May, 1925, this appropriation, 
amounting to $500, was sent to 
the Library for the purpose of 
purchasing such books as would 
aid girls and boys in their studies. 
Such a group would consist natu- 
rally both of fiction and of non- 
fiction which were on the supple- 
mentary reading lists prepared by 
the school, and it was from these 
lists that the books to be pur- 
chased were selected. 

The first lot of books was 
bought in November, 1925, and 
the last penny of the appropriation 
was spent in February of this 
year. While these volumes were 
sorely needed on the shelves it 
seemed advisable to proceed slow- 
ly enough to insure the most care- 
ful purchases for the money. 

The first purchase of all was 
that of the New International En- 
cyclopedia , and experience has 
shown that no mistake was made 
there. The New International is 
recommended by the American 
Library Association, the United 
States Government Departments, 
universities, colleges, and libraries 
everywhere. It is an American 
work but gives all nations fair 
treatment. Its supplementary vol- 
umes cover the period since the war 
and provide an accurate and com- 
prehensive source of material for 
the discussion of current ques- 
tions. Not a day passes but the 
encyclopedia is referred to many 
times always with satisfactory re- 
sults. 

In addition to the encyclopedia 
220 books in all were purchased 
from this fund. Among the books 
of reference are the following:
